Although the 
peeony will live any flourish in any ordinary soil, yet to obtain the dest results, or secure “prize flowers,” 
plant in a rich neil soil—trench at least two feet deep, and apply manure liberally on the surface. The 
pony can remain“,nmolested for years, and each year the flowers will improve in size and beauty; but 
a skilful propagator will dig and divide his plants in the fall, every two or three years; some varieties can | 
thus be increased ajhundred-fold in six or eight years. I have been for over fifteen years collecting and 
growing my present. stock of pxonies. Having secured the best varieties obtainable in this country, I 
imported from th€ most reliable growers in England, France and Belgium, in every. case the very’ best | 
on their catalogules ; in qne instance paying $1.75 per root in England, for twenty-five new sorts, that had 
never before bedy sent out.
